Washington, August 15.—German 
submarines carrying out raids in Amer- 
ican waters are of the cruiser type, 
very probably converted merchantmen 
like the Deutschland, which made two 
peaceful trips to the United States be- 
country entered the ‘war. 
They are low-speed craft with great 
cruising radius, carrying large crews, 
§.8-inch guns and mine-laying equip- 
ment, as well as torpedces. 

These conclusions have been drawn 
by naval officers from detailed reports 
gathered from time to time ‘since the 
U-boats first appeared off the Atlantic 
coast last May. The largest of them 
probably is not more than 300 feet long 
and officers are satisfied they are not 
the super-submarines which ‘frequent 
feports of late have said Germany was 
building. 

Ne Attacks on Troop Ships. 

It may now be stated that the raid- 
ers have made no effort to attack tréop 
ships leaving for Europe and that none 
of thefn ever has been sighted by out- 
bound transports or conyoying war- 
ships. This fact, together with the 
general character of the operations of 
the submersibles, ig accepted: here gen- 
erally as proof that the sole purpose of 
the raids ts to hinder commerce as 
much as possible, and, incidentally, tv 
carry the German campaign of “fright- 
fulness” to the United States. 

The Germans are believed to -have 
turned out six merchant submarines, 
and two of them, the Deutschland and 
Bremen, are known to have been com- 
pleted before this country declared war, 
At least one and possibly two .of .these 
vessels are believed to have been. de- 
stroyed; but the others ee 


astroyers~ and 


have been converted into fighting ships. 
Their great beam enables ‘them to 


mount much larger guns than the- 


ordinary U-boat .and this accounts for 
the fact that. they have outranged 
nearly all of the armed merchantmen 
they have dared to attack. 
Wary of Warships. 

Speed has been sacrificed to cruising 
radius and is estimated their maxi- 
mum on the surface is not more than 


twelve knots, while they probably can 


not do better than six submerged. 
Their slowness, officers say, makes 
them unsuitable for operations in the 
war zone, where speedy destroyers are 
constantly on guard, and it appears 
that they have been fmployéa largely 
in sporadic raiding expeditions. 

The cruisers are believed to have 
made their first appearance in thea 
Azores lagt fall, where a port was 
shelled until an Ame n naval collier 
drove off the enemy with shell fire. 
Later the coast of Liberia was bom- 
barded, and there is good reason to 
believe that this, too, was the work 
of one of the cruisers, 

During their operations in American 
waters, the raiders have been sighted 
by naval patrols at various times and 
some few attacks by.+sea planes, de- 
submarine chasers have 
been .made,. but so far as has been 
established none of the craf: have been 
destroyed. They. are very wary of 
warships and the quickness with which 
they submerge even at the approach 
of the smaller submarine chasers tends 
to support the generally accepted view 
that their commanders have been i:- | 
structed not to expose ' them to serious 
adotictig: 


German Bomb Plotter, Who 
Escaped From the Federal 
Pen Here, Has Been Ap- 
prehended in Spain. 


Washington, August 15.—Robert Fay, 
who was convicted of placing bombs 


on ships carrying supplies and troops 
to Europe, and who escaped after be- 
ing sentenced to the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary, has been apprehended in 
Spain. Secretary Lansing announced to- 
day that he is being brought back to 
the United States without extradition. 


Fay has been at liberty just two 
years. It was in August, 1916, he es- 
caped from the federal prison in Atlan- 
ta by forging a pass and getting by 
the guards. His ruse was to pose as 
an electrician who had been at work 
within the prison. William Knoblock, 
who had been made a “trusty,” escaped 
at the same time, but was apprehend- 
ed in a short time. — 

Fay was sentenced in New York to 
serve eight years, and had served only 
three months of his term when he es- 
caped.

Ten-day sentences were imposed for 
unlewfully holding a meeting without 
permits, and seventeen of the defend- 
ants were given five additional days 
for climbing on-a statue of Genera) 
Lafayette.

ROBERT FAY WILL SUBMARINE SINKS 


RETURN TO PRISON) SHIP OFF CAPE MAY 


Seaplanes andChasers Drop 
Bombs Without Result 


Over Spot Where U-Boat 


Was Last Seen. 


Wrshington, August 15.—The Ameri- 
can schooner Dorothy Barrett was sunk 
by shell fire from a German submarine 
yesterday near Cape May, N. J. Sea- 
Planes and submarine chasers sent to 
the scene dropped depth bombs on the 
spot where the submarine was believed 
to have submerged. 

When the submersible appeared and 
opened fire on the schooner the crew 
took to the small boats and have been 
landed at Cape May. 

The schooner was set on fire by the 
shells. When the planes and two sub- 
marine chasers were sighted, the sub- 
marine submerged. One of the plan€s, 
flying low, dropped-a depth charge 
where bubbles, presumably from the 
wake of the U-boat, were observed. 
The chasers then closed in and ‘let go 
several bombs. There was no evidence 
of wreckage, but the submarine did not 
again appear. 


Captain Tells Story. 


ll 


Cape May..N. J.. August 16.—Captain: 


William Merritt and crew of ten men 
of the American schooner Dorothy Bar- 
rett, sunk yesterd-v off Cane May by a 
German submarine. were landed here 
today, having been picked up by a 
patrol vessel while rowing ashore. The 
schooner was sent down at 9 o’clock in 
the morning. about 20 miles off the 
coast, Captain Merritt said. 

“We were startled by a shot fired 
across our bow.” said the captain. 
“That was the first warning we had 
of a submarine. We saw nothing even 
then, but we went ahead and prepared 
to leave the vessel when the submarine 
appeared and fired four more shots. 
Then it submerged and came up again 
about 100 vards away and circled about 
us. We were not hailed and the U-boat 
apparently was waiting for us to leave. 

“By this time we had launched tha 
dory and.all had gotten aboard. We 
tried to follow the periscope of the 
submersible. but the Germans appar- 
ently were not anxious for us to ap- 
proach, and realiv wanted us to get 
away. Finally we did so and started to 
row ashore. 

We rowed in about ten miles when 
we met a submarine destrover coming 
out, attracted by the shots. I sent the 
erew on in and returned on the de- 
stroyer to the spot where I had left my 
ship. When we got back to the place 
there were no signs either of our boat 
or the submarine. | 

“The last we saw of our vessel it was 
in flames and fast sinking. but whether 
the Germans had boarded and fired it, 
or the ship had taken fire from the 
shelis. I do not know.” 

The schooner. according to Captain 
Merritt, was valued at about $150,000.

Washington, August 15.—The United 
States and Great Britain have joined 
in diplomatic representations to the 


Mexican overnment against the oil 
land decrée of President Carranza, 
which, it is contended, amounts prac- 
tigally_ to confiscation. 

Meanwhile the American and English 
oil companies have united in an agree- 
ment to refuse to meet the terms of the 
derees, which, they contend, would 
take the properties from them, and 
have agreed among: themselves to de- 


tection of their intereats. 
These two developments mark the 
progress of a situation in Mexico which 


its possibility of embarrassment for the 
Tallies. . : 
German Eyes on Oil. 

Representations of the American oil 
companies in sppport of their conten- 
tion that Mexico’s action is of advan- 
tage to Germany, quote Manager Ballin, 
of the Hamburg-American Line, who 
recently stated publicly that “after the 
war is over we are assured of extensive 
oil possessions overseas.” , 

The allies need this year 480,000,000 
barrels of crude oil, for which they 
depend entirely upon the United States. 
The United States can produce not over 
315,000,000 gallons. The Mexican 
fields cah supply 130,000,000 barrels. 

All the oil in Mexico is owned by 
American and British companies. Un- 
der the newest decree Mexico attempts 
to make oil the property of the nation. 
Mexican petroleum then would become 
a nationally-owned contratrand, and as 
such might not be sold by a neutral 
country to a belligerent under interna- 
tional law.

ALLIES TO STRIKE 
AT LAKE BAIKAL. 

The principal opposition by the Bol- 
gheviki and the armed German ani 
Austrian prisoners is on the Siberian 
railroad between Lake Baikal and 
Vaildivostok. All the rest of the line 
is in the control of the. 
Ceecho-Slovak troops and the loyal 
Russians and Siberians. The control 
of the road from Vladivostok to Ni- 
kolsk, the iunction of the Manchurian 
eastern line and the Siberian road, is in 
the hands of the allies. This permits 
of striking a blow directiv at Lake 
Baikal, where the opposition is con- 
centrated. because the Manchurian roai 
has been constantly under evard of the 
Japanese by arrangement with the 
Chinese government. There is little 
doubt that this will be the first move- 
ment of conseauence from Viadivostok. 

The reported arrival of British troops 
at Baku is another feature of supreme 
importance to the allies. Not only does 
it mean that the German control of 
the Baku ofl lands and refineries is 
seriously threatened. but it opens an- 
other possible road into Russia from 
the south for allied troops to enter. 

An official] dispatch from Switzerland 
today says that it is reported from 
Moscow that operation of the military 
trains transporting Bolshevik troops to 
be sent against the Czecho-Glovaks has 
been considerablv hindered on account 
of rising among the railroad employees. 
Trotzky is said to have threatened se- 
vere measures against the railway 
men. : 

Professor T. G. Masaryk. the com‘ 
mander-in-chief of the Czecho-Slovak 
forces, who is in Washington, is of the 
opinion that the retirement of the 
gsoviets from Moscow may have been 
compelled by refusal of Lettish troops 
to operate against the Czecho-Slovaks. 
It is understood that an army of Letts 
commanded by German officers was 
sent to oppose the Czechs. 

A great number of Russian prisoners, 
e@ccording to an official disvatch from 
Copenhagen today. are escaping from 
Germany into Denmark. The dispatch 
says that nearly every day fugitives 
arrive at Ribe. where they are well 
treated by Danes. A camp has been 
established for them near Ribe.

BRITISH ADVANCE 


IN PICARDY. 

London, August 15.—The British line 
has been advanced slightly east of 
Rainecourt in the district northwest of 
Chaulnes, on the Picardy battle front, 
today’s war office statement announces, 

Since August 8, when the allied at- 
tack in Picardy began, the British and 
French have taken prisoners to the 
number of 30,844. 

British patrols were active through- 
out last night in the district between 
Albert and Ayette, where the Germans 
began their retirement yesterday. The 
patrols have maintained close touch 
with the enemy in this region. The 
British made further progress at sev- 
eral points along the front. 

The statement reads: — 

“Severe local fighting took place last 
night to our advantage east of Raine- 
court.

“Between Albert and Ayette our pa- 
trols were active throughout the night 
and have maintained close touch with 
the enemy.

“Hostile raiding parties were  re- 


pulsed last night southeast of Arras, 
near Germille. 

“The enemy’s artillery was active 
east of Robecq and in the Scherpenberg 
sector (Flanders). 

“The total number of prisoners cap- 
tured by the British fourth army since 
the morning of August 8 now is 21,844. 
In the same period the prisoners taken 
by the French first army amount to 
8,500, making a total of 30,344 German 
prisoners captured in the operations of 
the allied armies on the Montdidier- 
Albert ‘front.” 


HEBUTERNE SALIENT

Under New Regulations 
Will Soon Be Sent to the 
Training Camps.

Washington, August 15.—Provost 
Marshal General Crowder announced 
today that plans already have been 
made for registering the 13,000,000 ad- 
ditional men which he estimates will 


| be brought under the selective service 


law when congress enacts the pending 
bill extending the age limits to include 
men between 18 and 45 years. From 
this number approximately 2,000,000 
qualified for full military service are 
expected to be secured. | 

So urgent is the need for additional 
man power, General Crowder said, that 
the draft machinery is being put into 
shape for the great task ahead without 
waiting for final action by congress. 
Men of the new draft will be needed 
by October 1 and in order to get them 
registration day will have to be held 
not later than Septembér 15 and if pos- 
sible September 5 will be fixed as the 
day. s 
Total of 25,000,000 Registered. 

When the 13,000,000 men are enrolled, 
nearly 25,000;000 will have been regis- 
tered since the United States entered 
the war. There were some 10,000,000 
enrolled on the first registration day, 
June 5, 1917, another 800,000 last June 
5 and several hundred thousand more 
are expected to be enrolled August 24. 

“Prejiminary steps have been taken 
by the provost marshal general,” said 


General Crowder’s statement, “to pro- 
vide for the registration of those men 
who will be affected by the act which 
congress is expected shortly to pass 
extendi the age limits of the selec- 
tive draft. 

“State headquarters, local boards and 
other officials in the various states 
have been advised. to hold themselves 
in readiness to proceed promptly with 
heir work as soon as congress has 
acted, and the president, by proclama- 
orem. has fixed the date of registra- 


on . 

‘Until the legislation is actually 
passed it cannot be stated with exact- 
ness, of course, what the new age lim- 
its will be. But, because of the ur- 
@ency of the situation, it is essential 
that as much of the preparatory work 
as possible be done at this time in or- 
der that the administration may 
promptly avail itself of the new law. 
To that end, now, as in the past, the 
utmost reliance is placed on the Amerit- 
can people to supnly the necessary co- 
operation and teamwork. 


” Class 1 Exhausted by October, 


. “The situation is urgent because by 
October 1, Class 1, under the age lim- 
its of the, original act, will have been 
entirely exhausted. Unless there is 
to be a very serious interruption in 
the flow of American troops to the 
camps and thence across the seas to 
France, Class 1 must be replenished 
at the earliest possible moment by 
available men both below and above 
the present age limits of 21 to 31.

Character Witnesses. 

Among those who testified as to the 
good character of Gibson were former 
Governor H. J. Mc 1, of Monroe; 
Judge Andrew Cobb, of Athens; Judge 
Johns, of Monroe; B. S. Walker, -presi- 
dent of the: Bank of Monroe, and Rev. 
D. W. Key, of the Monroe Baptist 
church. 

Dr. O. W. Roberts, of the Grady hos- 
pital, was the first witness called. His 
testimony was as to the nature of the 
wounds found on Stewart’s body. The 
appearance of the wounds, would indi- 
cate, he said, that both bullets entered 
from the back near the right shoulder 
and spine. He explained he drew his 
conclusion from the fact that the 
wounds in the back were round and 
small, while in front they were larger 
and jagged, such wounds as bullets 
make when entering and leaving a 
body. Dr. Roberts identified the coat 
worn by the dead man. 

Dr. S. S. Yearwood, of Monroe, Ga., 
who has recently returned from. serv- 
ice in France, said he saw Gibson on 
the corner of Pryor and Decatur streets, 
and was walking in his direction to 
speak to him, when Gibson fired two 
shots at Stewart. Witness said he was 
among the first to reach Stewart after 
he fell. , 

Gassed in France. 

On examination by counsel for the 
defense, Dr. Yearwood said he had been 
returned from foreign service because 
+his eyes were injured by gas, but was 
able to see everything that happenea 
as Gibson fired the shots. 

E. S. Brand, of Logansville, Ga., tes- 
tified he and Gibson were talking ia 
Cone’s drug store, and that Gibson 
turned away from him and followed 
Stewart into the street. While in con- 
versation Gibson did not appear ex- 
cited. 

Bert Maynard, of East Atlanta, ana 
G. E. Gaylord, a soldier, testified to 
witnessing tke shooting. Gaylord said 
he was so near Stewart when the shots 
were fired one of the bullets grazed 
his arm. 

Handed Over Pistol. 

WwW. E. Englett, officer on duty at 
North Pryor and Decatur streets, 
said he heard the shots and then told 
of Gibson handing over his pistol 
when placed under arrest.

line at the Somme all through the bat- 
tle of 1916. -Before these three places 
the British offensive on July 1 was 
checked with the most appalling losses 
of the whole war in the west. Serre 
was never taken by battle, but re- 
mained in German hands until the 
Hindenburg retreat began. Beaumont- 
Hamel, first attacked oniJuly 1, did 
not fall to British arms until November 
14. Its capture was the most brilliant 
feature of the British army before the 
battle of Arras, the following spring. 
The Serre position is of very great 
strength and commands the line of 
the Ancre both southward toward Al]- 
bert and eastward toward Bapaume.

. There has always been and still re- 
mains the possibility of an extension 
of the operative front by the British 
through an attack between Albert and 
‘Arras. A successful push here of.seven 
or eight miles would not merely flank 
the present German positions south of 
the Somme and between Chaulnes and 
Noyon, but it would also abolish the 
line of the upper Somme and compel an 
immediate retreat to the Hindenburg 
line. 

The German retirement now may be 
caused by apprehension of a coming 
attack, as the retirements across the 
Ancre and the Avre ten days ago were 
the first hint of the Anglo-French 
storm which was coming. 

It is worth recalling, too, that the 
portion of the present German front 
between the Somme and Chaulnes, along 
the old 1916 front, proved in the first 
battle of the Somme exceedingly vul- 
nerable and the French in the first phase 
of that old -struggle pushed right 
through all the German defenses to 
the high ground above the Somme 
and opposite Peronne. Indeed, one of 
the great opportunities of the war 
seems to have been lost there, where a 
little more energy might have resulted 
in the complete penetration of German 
defenses and a rapid and enforced Ger- 
man retreat, such as was only com- 
pelled in an orderly fashion, nearly a 
year later. 

All in all, it seems inevitable that 
the Germans should retire at least as 
far as Bapaume, north of the Somme 
and thence in line south behind Nesle 
and Noyon. 

Ludendorff has stopped the allied 
rush. He can organize his retreat as 
he did in the Marne salient between 
the Ourcq and the Vesle, but the ob- 
stacles and perils of a permanent hdlt 
on .the old Somme line are manifest 
an@ the. retreat from some of the 
strongest of the old positions north of 
the Somme and the Ancre, is, at least, 
to be looked upon as a suspicious sign.

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War-Tiss Hints for the Housekeeper 


Have You Thought This Good Work?

Do you, reader, know anyone over 
six years of age, man, woman or child, 
white, black, red, yellow or brown, 
who cannot read and write? Then, it 
is your duty to do your best to teach 
that person. This is one of those in- 
conspicuous but far-reaching services 
that many who cannot go far to serve 
can render their country and neigh- 
borhood a far-reaching service for 
which time and eternity will make 
payment. 

That there are numbers of our fel- 


lowa hampered by illiteracy has been, 


revealed by the army examinations. We 
knew it before, and in many places 
moonlight schools and other agencies 
have been used to remedy this condi- 
tion. ; 

In my childhood I knew a woman of 
unusually fine mind, mother of the 
best-trained family of young people I 
ever knew, who could not read; her 
family read to her and she made much 
acquaintance with the best books, but 
I heard her bitterly lament that none 
of her family had ever taught her to 
read, though she had given them the 
best opportunities that the country 
afforded. ; 

A little fatherless girl in the back- 
woods, far from schools, her mother 
without means to send her away, she 
had not had a chance, and marrying 
very young and helping in the field, 
as well as doing her housework, she 
had not learned before the children 


came. None of those who loved her 
thought of it. 

I tell this to impress upon my read- 
ers the longing for this common ac- 
complishment felt by those who have 
it not. 

There are plenty of generous souls 
who would delight to do this blessed 
work—but they never thought of it. 

Many years ago I wrote for The Con- 
stitution a short account of the late 
Dr. D. K. Pearson, of Chicago, and his 
wife, both noted for their numerous 
and generous benefactions to strug- 
gling schools. Mrs. Pearson had held 
high offices in the various organiza- 
tions of her church, but the work she 
prided herself most on was having 
taught six girls, at various times, who 
came to her as servants, to read and 
to have bank accounts. 

She was not alone president of all 
the associated missionary societies, she 
was a missionary in daily life. Blessed 
is her memory to those who.knew her! 

I have often heard my mother tell 
of an old Baptist preacher she knew 
doing valiant service for righteousness, 
whose wife taught him to read after 
their marriage.

proclaimed loudly four years ago and even 
less, as one of her foremost excusés for the 
war. 
_ Now these leading exponents of the 
“survival of the fittest” are loudly com- 
plaining that “The entente is trying to 
crush us!” : 

Starting out to crush others, Germany 
says she is continuing the fight to keep 
from being crushed. 

There is in the admission at least the 
first phase of allfed victory. 

Then, there was its contempt of Ameri- 
ca. Our boys would make good “cannon-fod- 
der,” one official announcement said. And 
some weeks ago, before there came the 
opportunity of the second Marne, The Kol- 
nische Zeitung wroft in this wise:

“We could not reckon on the complete 
surpise of the enemy as in March, and 
also at the Chemin des Dames. Every- 
where the enemy stood in readiness in 


‘order to offer determined resistance at 
the first attack.” 


We are beginning to amount to some- 
thing over there, even in the eyes of the 
enemy.

No legislative situation arising in Geor- 
gia in years has developed a keener inter- 
est than that of the directly contrary rul- 
ings of President Olive in the senate and 
Speaker Holder in the house on the question 
of the requisite vote for concurrence in a 
substitute to a constitutional amendment bill 
pagsed by the required constitutional two- 
thirds in the originatirig body. 

This interest is necessarily accentuated be- 
cause notice has been given that the ruling 
of President Olive will be litigated in the 
supreme court; and the unique fact is that 
the membership of Georgia's supreme court 
was increased by a constitutional amend- 
ment bill submitted by the Georgia legisla- 
ture on a precedental ruling identical to that 
of the president of the senate Wednesday 
afternoon when he passed with a majority- 
of-the-quorum vote a house substitute to the 
senate constitutional bill creating new sena- 
torial districts in. Georgia. | 


If President Olive Is Reversed 
Many Laws Are Affected. 


In order that there may be a clear under- 
standing of this interesting issue—for if the 
supreme court reverses the Olive ruling it 
will directly affect a number of amendments 
to the constitution of state-wide importance, 
that- have been submittteq and ratified dur- 
ing the past few years—I will recount brief- 
ly the story of the creation of seven new 


senatorial districts in Georgia analyzed in. 


this column Thursday morning. 

The senate passed a bill to amend the 
constitution creating two new senatorial dis- 
tricts from overly large districts. The sena- 
tors in the dismembered districts asked for 


‘the legislation. There was practically no ob- 


jection, and the constitutional two-third vote 
was easily secured, and the bill sent to the 
house in the regular order of procedure. 

In the house an entirely new bill was sub- 
stituted, creating seven instead of two new 
districts, affecting several of the north Geor- 
gia districts, including the Thirty-fifth, of 


which Fulton county is a member, and ac- | 


tually legislating out of their own districts 
two or three members of the senata, then on 
the floor in the transaction of their duties, 
and without their knowledge or consent, 

The substitute was returned to the sen- 
ate for concurrence, placed by the rules com- 
mittee, called from the calendar, and re- 
ceived a majority of the membership, but 
not the majority of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers, as prescribed by the state constitu- 
tion, and as, required in the passage by the 
senate of the original bill. : 

The president of the genate ruled the 
passage of the bill on the less than two- 
third vote, on the ground not alone of prece- 
dence, but that a house substitute to a senate 
bill was an amendment to that bill and under 
the rules’must be put on a motion “to agree 
to the house amendment,” which takes mere- 
ly a majority of the quorum. 

The redistricting bill was therefore passed 
by “agreeing to the house amendment.” 

Senator Price and others declared subse- 
quently they would take the matter as a 
friendly test to the supreme court. 

That such a ruling is entirely justified in 
the light of custom, and apparently by the 
organic law of the senate, there, seems to 
be no doubt. 

The constitutional law is, however, direct 
and specific in requiring the assent of a two- 
third majority of the membership of both 
houses for the enactment of a constitutional 
bill, and this redistricting bill from the 
house was new in its entirety as it reached 
the senate, except in its enacting clause; it 
legislated against senators defenseless in 
their own body, and was apparently regular- 
ly enacted without the two-third majority of 
the members of the senate, hence without the 
constitutional requirement of the two-third 
majority of both houses. 

And thereby hangs 
uniquely , interesting 
arisen in years.

Speaker Holder Ruled 
Exactly the Reverse. 

To add additional interest, however— 

Almost af@the same hour that President 
Olive made this ruling in the senate Speaker 
Holder ruled the exact reverse in the house. 

The house side of the story is as follows— 

The Davis-Stubbs constitutional amend- 
ment local tax bill had passed the house by 
the required two-third majority. The Elders 
constitutional school bill in the senate, dif- 
ferent in many details, had passed the 
senate by the required two-third majority. 
The Elders bill failed to get a two- 
third majority in the house, and was 
killed. When the Davis-Stubbs bill reached 
the senate the Elders bill was _  substi- 
tuted therefor, being entirely agreeable 
to the house authors and to a num- 
ber of the house leaders who were anxious 
to get a constitutional local school tax 
measure through. The senate therefore 
agreed to the substitute by the required con- 
stitutional vote, and it went to the house, 
with the thought in mind that Speaker Hold- 
er would regard it as an amendment, put it 
strictly as an “agreement” vote, and thus 
permit its enactment, based upon custom, by 
a majority of the quorum vote. Speaker 
Holder, however, who was extremely favor- 
able to the measure, and had worked dili- 
gently for ita passage, ruled te the letter 
of the constitution, requiring a two-third 
majority of the membership. It received 124 
votes and failed by one vote, as the speaker

Judge Patterson Ta‘ks 
Of Highway Matters. 


Judge T. E. Patterson, chairman of the 
highway department, gave out the following 
statement in reference to the highway legis- 
lation at the recent session of the legisla- 
ture: 


“Of course I am disappointed at the fail- 
ure of the passage of the constitutional 
amendment giving the state the right to aid 
in the construction of a highway system, as 
I am firmly convinced that this is the only 
way in which we will ever have an ade- 
quate system of state highways connecting 
the various county sites and main commer- 
cial centers of the state. This system is ab- 
solutely necessary for the proper internal de- 
velopment of our state, and while the recent 
legislature failed to pags this constitutional 
amendment, in my judgment it will only 
result in the postponement of this very nec- 
essary progressive step in highway develop- 
ment. However, on account of war condi- 
tions no great progress could be made in ac- 
tual construction before the termination of 
the war on account of the difficulty in secur- 
ing materials and labor, and I feel that when 
the war is over the state will undertake this 
work, and I had hoped that at least we could 
now get the constitution amended so that 
we wouldn’t have to wait’ on that after the 
war. 

“There were two causes that contributed 
to this result. On was that after its passage 
in the senate it came up in the house in the 
last days of the session when there was not 
sufficient time to properly discuss the meas- 
ures and when there has arisen some feel- 
ing between the two houses over their dis- 
agreement on the public schools appropria- 
tion, and the other was that there was so 
much divergence of views among those real- 
ly advocating progressive highway legisla- 
tion that it was impossible in the short 
length of time at their disposal to arrive at 
a common conclusion. 

“I feel, however, that the joint resolution 

introduced by Mr. Turner, of Brooks county, 
and adapted by both houses, providing for a 
commission of five to make a careful investi- 
gation and study of highway legislation in 
the various states of the United States, and 
particularly the needs of Georgia, and to 
draft suitable legislation and present it to 
the next meeting of the legislature, will in 
a great measure get the advocates of high- 
way legislation together and there will not 
be that divergence of view as at the recent 
session. I think that a commission is really 
a long step forward toward the securing of 
well-considered legislation and that Georgia 
as a result of it will take its proper place 
among the states of the union.” 
- “There is also a tendency in Georgia that 
retards this work, which is to leave every- 
thing to the various counties and place no 
responsibility on the state. The reasons for 
this are that the richer counties try to avoid 
the taxes, and the smaller counties are 
avoiding any interference with their local 
affairs. So putting both of these together it 
is hard to-hit upon a program that satisfies 
both. This is the problem that will have to 
be worked out by the commission to be ap- 
pointed under the joint resolution above re- 
ferred to. 

“So I feel that we can be encouraged over 
the adoption of this resolution, although dis- 
appointed over the failure to pass the con- 
stitutional amendment.

The reason why so many men and women’ 
do begin to put on excess weight after thirty 
ia dignity—false dignity, the kind that keeps 
old fossils from turning somersaults and 
such things every day. The dignity, ff you 
please, of corsets and starched linen, belts, 
Turkey-toed shoes and creased pants. Such 
dignity naturally calle for a high stomach 
and a long one—one that arrives in advance 
of ita slave. 

If it were only possible to eat alt /you 
want and still preserve a normal figure— 
well, there would be no great satisfaction in 
having the figure then, for it would be s0! 
very common. What the fat women want— 
letting the fat men watt for theirs—is the 
fun of eating their cake and having it toe. 

“IT am a small eater,” writes one, and in 
fact they all say that, “and I hardly ever 
eat any meat.” 

Lean meat is one of the least fattening 
foods to eat. Nearly all standard dietaries 
for the reduction of superfluous weight are: 
liberal with lean meat if with nothing elise. 

Anything taken into the stomach, be it 
digestible ar indigestible, nutritious or non- 
nutritious, relieves the sense of hunger. Hence 
people who are overweight and anxious to 
reduce, but unable to differentiate in their 
minds hunger and starvation, or unwilling 
to jolly therkselvea along on a short ration 
for a time—and no other safe and efficient 
method of reducing weight ia available— 
may attain some succesa by electing filling 
and eschewing more concentrated foods. Of 
course lean meat, white of egg, fish, fowl 
and cheese are all pretty concentrated nutri- 
ment, byt protein is chiefly utilised for 
repair and growth (in young persons) and 
for the production of dynamic heat energy, 
not for storing up fat. 

Foods that are filling, satisfying to the 
sense of hunger, digestible as any other 
foods, yet of inferior nutritive value, are 
the following: : 

Wheat, bran, raw cabbage, spinach, as- 
paragus, beata, carrota, raw celery, raw cu- 
cumbersa, lettuce, mushrooms, raw onions, 
squash, tomatoes, turnips, string. beans, 
muskmelon, peaches, pineapples, watermel- 
ona, atrawberries, oysters, skimmed milk, 
oatmeal cooked not over twenty minutes, 
These foods are all advisable tm cases of 
constipation.

ANSWER—Ten days to two weeks after 
exposure the first coughing is noticed, and 
whooping may not be noticed for a week 
or ten days after that. The admipistration 
of whooping cough vaccine (so-called) seems 
to prevent the disease in many instances and 
to make it much less severe even if given 
after coughing begins.

At 11:30 o’clock the third committee 
from the house had been appointed to 
mo tnto conference with the senate, 
but in a short while it reported back 
that no agreement could be reached. A 
motion was made to appoint another 
_eommittee, but this was objected to 
and the house awaited the pleasure of 
the senate. After the elapse of some 
time the fourth committee was re- 
quested for conference by the ate, 
when Representatives Ayers, pep- 
per and Moore went into conference 
with Senators Cagwell, Kirby and 
Denny. ‘ 
$300,000 School Increase. 

After two hours deliberation in 
jeonference committee, during which 

time the governor, the speaker of the 
- Jhouse and the president of the senataé 
wrere called in, the conferees agreed 
fo $8,500,000 for common schools, 
which is $300,000 more than last year’s 
mBppropriation. 

The report of the committee was 
returned to the house at 3:10 a. m. 
mand was read by Mr. Culpepper, who 
explained that Governor Dorsey had 
attended the conference at their re- 
quest, stating that if the appropria- 
tion upon which the house was insist- 
ing should carry it would mean a 
Weficit of at least $800,000 in the state 
treasury for 1919. Mr. Culpepper 
seemed to strike a popular chord 
when he declared that the compromise 
proposed was not what the house ex- 
pected or desired and that the com- 
mittee did not feel that the house had 
been fairly dealt’ with, but at the 
game time it was wise to agree and 
avoid and extra session.

The young man was cited for con- 
spicuous gallantry in action, in General 
Order No, 26, dated June 15.

The citation reads:“The division com- 
mander cites the following officer of 
the Twénty-eighth infantry for con- 
spicuous gallantry in action during the 
operations connected with the capture 
and defense of Chntigny, May 27-31, 
1918.

GERMAN MEASLES GIVES

Second Replacement Regiment |

The Second Replacement regiment 
has settled down to a grim fight of 
its own to eradicate German measles 
from its ranks.

Commanding General W. H. Sage has 
agreed to grant passage through Camp 
Gordon to the people of DeKalb county 
and a number 6of citizens have under- 
written the cost of the initial survey | 
from Decatur to Camp Gordon over the 
Shallowford road, thus meeting the 
two conditions that were made by 
County Commissioner R. J. Freeman, of 
DeKalb. This insured the building of 
a concrete road to the camp, and Thurs- 
day morning W. R. Neel, state high- 
way engineer, and his assistants began 
the survey. 
The importance of the road to the 
people of DeKalb county, to the Camp 
Gordon authorities and to all those vis- 
iting the camp can not be over-esti- 
mated. 

Distance Practically Same. 
The distance from Atlanta to Camp 
Gordon by way of Peachtree road and 
the distance by way of Ponce de Leon 
avenue to Decatur, out Clairemont 
avenue in Decatur and thence out the 
Shallowford road to the camp is prac- 
tically the same. Therefore, the build- 
ing of this new road/will give two 
paved thoroughfares to the camp in- 
stead of one as at present. Peachtree 
is badly conjected at best and relief 
is needed, the gamp authorities say. 
This new route already is paved from 
Atlanta through Druid Hills to Deca- 
tur; Clairemont avenue will be repav- 
ed by Decatur, and with the new county 
project will give a completed paved 
road through one of the most beautifu!
